I NOTIFICATION 

I New Delhi, the 26th September, 2007 

Extradition Treaty between the Republic of India and the Slate of Kuwait 

G.S .R. 634(E)—Whereas the Extradition Treaty between the Republic of India and the State of Kuwait was 
signed at Nev f Delhi on 25th August, 2004; and the Treaty has entered into force from 7th August, 2007 in terms of Article 
24 on receipt of information from the State of Kuwait regarding the completion of legal procedure for the entry into fOTce of 
the Treaty, ai id which Treaty provides as follows : 

The Government of the Republic of India and the Government of the Slate of Kuwait and, hereinafter referred to 
as the “Conti acting Parties”; 

Being desirous to promote the bonds of fruitful cooperation between the Contracting Parties; 

Reo >gnizing that concrete steps are necessary to combat terrorism and other crimes; 

Det< rmined to make more effective the cooperation between the Contracting Parties in combating crime by entering 
into an extradition treaty; 

Hav ? agreed as follows: 

ARTICLE 1 

The Contracting Parties shall extradite any person found in their respective territories who is accused or convicted 
of an extradi able offence in the territory of the other Contracting Party, in accordance with the rules and stipulations 
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conUiined iii the subsequent Articles, whether sudi ofEence was c ommi tted before ot after the entry into force of this 
Treaty. 

ARnCLE2 

The following persons shall be extradited: 

(a) Persons accused of an offence punishable und^ the laws of both the Cohtracting Parties by in^nisonment 
for a period of at least one 3 ^ar or more; and 

(b) Persons sentenced by the courts of the,Requesting Party with> impriscmment for at least six months in 
respect of an extraditable offence. 

ARTICLE 3 

1. For offences in connection with taxes, fiscal charges and custtHns duties, extradition shall be effected in 
accordance with the provisions of this Treaty only if the said offence corrospcmds to an c^Eenoe of a similar nature tmder 
the law of tlie Requested Party. 

2. y\n ^attempt or conspiracy to pmnmit or incite or participate in the commissioii an extraditable offence shall 
also be regairded as an extraditable offence. 

ARnCLE4 

1. Extradition shall be granted in reqxfct of an extraditable (^nce committed outside i^ territory but within the 
jurisdiction as asserted by the Requesting Party, if the Requested Party would, in ccffre^xmdu^ drcumstanoes,! have 
jurisdiction over sudb an offence. In such cases, the Requested Party shall have regard to all the circumstances of the case 
including the seriousness of the offence. 

2. Extradition shall be available for an extraditable offencx if ccMnmitted in a third State by a national of the 
Requesting Party who is present in the Requested Party and provided that it would be an extraditable office under the 
laws of the Requested Party, had the offence been cxunmitted in the Recpiested Party. 

3. Extradition shall also be available for an extraditable offence notwithi^anding that the cxmducx of the person 
sought occurred whc^y or partly in the Requested Party, if under the law of that Party'his cxmducX and its effects or its 
intended effects, taken as a whole, would be regarded as cxmstituting the commission of ah extraditable offence in the 
territory of the Requesting Party. 

ARnCL£ 5 

1. irfae nationals of either of the two Contracting Parties shall not be extradited to the other Contracting Party. In 
this case the Requested Party shall submit the case fcx* prosecution to the ccnnpetent authority, if the act cxunmitted or 
omission is considered as an offence under the law of the Recjuested Party. 

2. Nationality shall be determined as at the time cjf the commission of the offence. 

ARnCL£6 

Extradition may be refused: 

1. If the offence for vbicfa the extradition is rec{ue8ted is a politic^] offence or connected with a pcdidcal offence. In 
the appli(catjion of this Treaty, the following shall not be regarded as political offences: 

(a) assault against die President, \^oe President or Prime Minister of ehbo’Contracting Party; 

(b) murder, culpable homicide not amounting to murder or robbery; 

(c) offences relating to terrorism, including murd», culpable homicdde not amounting to murdn, a^idt 
causing bodily harm; kidnapping, hostage-taking, offenoes involving serious damage to propeity or 
disruption of public facilities, and offences relating to firearms cv other weapons, or explosives, or 
dangerous substances; 

(d) any offence within the scope of international conventions to whidi both Contracting Parties are parties 
and which obligate the Parties to grant extradition or prosecute; or 

(e) an attempt or con^iracy to co mmi t or indte or participate in the commission of any of the above 
offences. 

2. Extradition may also be refused if: 

(a) the person sought to be extradited was previously tried for the same office for which extradition is 
requested and was acquitted or was convicted and had completed the sentence or is undergoing it; 

(b) the CTiminal proceedings had expired or the sentenoe'lap^ by time, in pursuance of the law the 
Requesting Party, when the request for extraditimi received; 
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ARTICLE 11 

If the Rc<}ucsted P&rty needs fidditionsl dsnfic&tions/evidence to ensure the complisnce with the conditions 
embodied in this Treaty, it shall n(Aify the Requesting Party throng diplomatic (^annels, before rejecting the request, and 
may fix a date foir receiving su^ clar ifiratirtn!^ #»v i^B ( y , 

ARTICLE 12 

1. If numerous requests frmn mOTe than me state tor extradition arc made for the same offence, priority shall be 
given to the State whose security or interest or nationals or their interests arc affected by the offence, and then to the State 
on whose territoi y the offence is committed, and lastly to the State of vriiich the person to be extradited is a national. 

2. If the circumstances arc identical, then the State which made the first request shall have preference'. If the 

requests for extradition are for several offences, then {U'eponderance is accevded to the drcumstances of the offence and its 
gravity. 

ARTICLE 13 

Without prejudice to the rights of others acting in good frith, and to the laws in force in the Requested Party, 
everything found in possessim of the p^soq lobe extradited, at the time of his arre^ or remand or at a later stage, Aether 
being the proceeds of the offence or used in the commission o^ or connected with it, or relevant as evidence, shall be 
attached and may be handed over to the Requesting Party, even if the offender is not extradited doe to his death or his 
absconding. 

ARTICLE 14 

1. The competent autfamities in each Contracting Party shall determine the request for extradition in accordance 
with the laws in force at the time the request. 

2. In the event of granting the extradition request, the Requesting Party shall be notified of the date and place of 
extradition. 

3. In case the request is rejected, the Requested Party shall communicate to the Requesting Party, through 
diplomatic channels, the decision taken, giving reasons thereof. 

4. The P.equestmg Party shall, within thirty days from the date of its notification (rf the extradition, receive the 
person to be extradited, otherwise the Requested Party may disdiargc him, and in such event no second request for 
extradition may be accepted for the same offence;. 

5. If exosptional circumstances prevent a Contracting Party from surrendering or taking delivery of the person 
sought within the stipulated time, it shall notify tlie other Cmtracting Party prior to the ^piration of the time limie in sudi 
a case, the competent authorities of the Contracting Party may agree upon a new date for the surrender. 

ARTICLE 15 

1. If the person to be extradited is under investigation or standing trial or is convicted in the Requested Party for 
an oficnee other than that for which his extradition is Requested, then the Requested ftirty shaU decide on the reqmist and 
communicate the decision made to the Requesting Party. 

2. If the I equest for extradition is granted, then the surrender of the person concerned shall be postponed until his 
trial in the Requested Party is complete and the punishmdit awarded is executed. 

3. The provisions of this Article shall not preclude the possibility of the provisional surrender of the person 
concerned to appear before the judicial authorities of the Requesting Party, provided that the Requesting Party expressly 
undertakes to retiurn him to the other Contracting Party, after the completion of the judicial proceedings pertaining thereto, 
sulqect to the law of the Requested Party. 

ARTICLE 14 

1. The competent authmities of the Requested Party riiall admit as evidence, in any proceedings for extradition, 
any statement taken on oath or by way of afBrmatitm, any warrant or any certificate or judicial document abating the fa ct 
of conviction, if it is authenticated: 

(a) In the case of a warrant being s igned, or in the case of any original document being certified by a judge, 
magistrate or other competent authority of the Requesting Party; 

(b) In the case of deposition or statements cither by oath of some witness or by being sealed with the official 
iseal of the appropriate authority of the Requesting Party; 

(c) In such other manner as may be permitted by the law of the Requested Party. 
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[Part II —Sec. 3(i)] 


2. rhe evidence described in paragraph 1 shall be admissible in extradition proceedings in the Requested Party 
whether sw( >rn or affirmed in the Requesting Party or in some third State. 

! ARTICLE 17 

I 

1. The person to be extradited shall not be tried or punished in the Requesting Party except for the offence for 
which his ^tradition is sought or for offences connected therewith, or offences committed after his extradition. If the 
characterization of the offence is modified during the proceedings taken against the person extradited, he shall not be 
charged or tried, unless the ingredients of the offence in its new diaracterisation, permit extradition in conformity with the 
provisions ©f this Treaty. 

2. If the person extradited had the liberty and means to leave the territory of the Party to which he was extradited, 
and he did not leave within 30 days subsequent to his final release or left during that period, but voluntarily returned, he 
may be triep for any other offence. 

i ARTICLE 18 

i 

1. [The Contracting Party to which the person is extradited shall not extradite him to a third State, without the 
consent of jhe other Contracting Party. 

2. [The person may be extradited to a third State if the conditions under Article 17 (2) exist. 

I ARTICLE 19 

Tl^e term of provisional remand shall be remitted from any sentence passed in the Requesting Party against the 
person to b^ extradited. 

ARTICT.E 20 

1. [Transit of a person who is the subject of extradition from a third State through the territory of a Contracting Party 
to the territory of the other Contracting Party shall be granted on submission of a request, provided that the offence 
concerned Is an extraditable offence under Article 2, and that the Contracting Party requested to grant transit does not 
consider the offence to be one covered by Article 6. 

2. [Transit of a national of the Requested Party may be refused if, in the opinion of that Party, it is inadmissible 
under its lajkv. 

3. The request for transit must be accompanied by documents as mentioned in article 8 of this Treaty. 

ARTICLE 21 

1. Each Contracting Party shall reciprocally bear all the expenses necessitated by the extradition of the concerned 
person, ex< ept transportation expenses which shall be borne by the Requesting Party. 

2. ITie Requesting Party shall pay the expenses of the return of the extradited person to the place, he was in at 
the time of his extradition if commission of the offence by him or his complicity therein is not proved. 

ARTICLE 22 

Ei ich Contracting Party shall, in accordance with national laws and bilateral agreements, afford the other the 
widest measures of mutual assistance in criminal matters in connection with the offence for which extradition has been 
requested. 

ARTICLE 23 

Tjie present Treaty shall not affect the rights and obligations of the Contracting Parties arising from international 
conventioi^s/treaties to which they are parlies. 

I ARTICLE 24 

Tiis Treaty shall be subject to ratification in accordance with the constitutional procedures in force in both 
Contracting Parties. It shall become effective from the date of the last intimation, by which either contracting party shall 
inform the other that all the necessary legal procedures for the enforcement of the Treaty have been fulfilled. 

; ARTICLE 25 

i 

Tjiis Treaty has been concluded for an indefinite period of time. Either of the contracting parties may terminate this 
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Trtiaty by giving six months notice thcteof through diplmnatic funnels. Upon the expiry of sudh notice, the Treaty shall 
cease to have iiny force c» effect. 

In witness whereof the undersigned, being duly authorized thereto by their respective Governments, have s^ned 
this Treaty. 

Done at New Delhi on this the 2Sth Day of August 2004 in two originals each in the Hindi, Arabic and P-n gii<ah 
languages, all the text being equally authentic . In the event of any differences the English text shall prevail. 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section 1 of Section 3 of the Extradition Act, 1962 (34 
of 1962), the Central Government here^ directs that the provisions of the said Act, other than Chapter HI, abaii apply to 
the State of Kuwait from the date of the put^cation of this Tifrfjfieation.
